Rises in Fury 


é LONDON, Wednesday, May 3.— 
(?)—Sky-filling Allied armadas, 
spearheaded by hundreds of U. S. 
Liberator bombers hammered Ger- 
man invasion coast defenses and 
rail feeder lines from dawn to 
dusk yesterday, hurling explosives 


at a two-ton-per-minute clip and | 
smashing key junctions at the rate | 
of one an hour in an unexampled | 
display of aerial might which went 
almost unchallenged by the Ger- 
mans. 

Jittery German radio announc- 
ers, predicting that the big Allied 
land invasion was “imminent,” 
came on the air just before mid- 
night to shout: “Attention! Atten- 
tion! Enemy intruders entering 
western Germany.” This signified 
that giant RAF night bombers 
were carrying the preinvasion on- 
slaught into the 19th straight day. 

The RAF, in a 1,000-plane at- 
tack Monday night, had showered 
more than 2,500 tons of explosives 
on targets in Belgium, France, 
Germany and Italy before the 
American daylight fleets took over 
yesterday 
preliminary to actual cross-chan- 
nel troop smashes. 

Allied sorties daily were run- 
ning into the 2,000 and 3,000 brack- 
ets, and presumably yesterday’s 
attacks would approximate those 
of the days before, but an official 
estimate was not available. 

Nothing like this sustained cam- 
paign, now running through its 
18th straight day, has ever been 
seen before, and it is still rising 
in violence. These pre-invasion 
onslaughts, which now include 
mass dive-bombing at low level

Liquor Firm 
Is Indicted 


WASHINGTON, May 2.—(4)— 
Schenley Distillers Corporation, 
one of the “Big Four” of the na- 
tion’s liquor industry, has been 
charged with conspiracy to sell 
liquor above ceiling prices and to 
keep false records, the Justice De- 
partment announced today. 

A sealed indictment against the 
Schenley Corporation, one other 
corporation, and ten individuals, 
was returned by a federal grand 
jury in Newark, N. J., April 26 
and opened today, Acting Attor- 


ney General Charles Fahy said. 

The indictment charges the de- 
fendants with conspiring to vio- | 
late the internal revenue code by | 
making false entries in records 
concerning the receipt and dispo.- | 
sition of liquor. In addition, the | 
defendants are charged with con 
spiracy to violate the price control 
act by selling liquor at prices ex- | 
ceeding authorized maximums. 
SCHENLEY'S STATEMENT 

In New York the Schenley Dis-. 
tillers Corporation issued the fol- 
lowing statement: 

“The indictment does not charge 
that Schenley sold any merchan- | 
dise above ceiling prices, nor does 
it charge that Schenley kept any 
false records, nor that Schenley 
shipped any merchandise to other 
than its regular distributors. 

“The indictment attempts to 
hold Schenley responsible for al- 
legedly unlawful acts of others. 
Schenley has committed no crime 
and will meet the charges at the 
proper time and place.”

WASHINGTON, May 2.—(#)—Attorney General 


Biddle and 


Sewell Avery, chairman of Montgomery Ward & Company, wil! be 
called as witnesses in a senate investigation of government seizure 
of the mail order company’s Chicago plant, it was disclosed today. 


Meanwhile, house critics made 
it virtually sure that the inquiry 
will be double-barreled, and the 
National Labor Relations Board 
announced that a collective bar- 
gaining election will be held with. 
in seven days among the workers 
whose dispute with the company 
led to the seizure 

Chairman McCarran, Democrat, 
Nevada, of the Senate Judiciary 
Committee, announcing that he 
will call Biddle and Avery for 
testimony, said open hearings will 
start no later than’next week, 
very shortly after the election. 
SEEKS SENATE ACTION 

At the same time Senator Byrd, 
Democrat, Virginia, said he will 
press tomorrow for senate action 
on his special resolution for an 
inquiry into the Ward case by Mc- 
Carran’s committee with particu- 
lar reference to the use of troops. 

McCarran was going ahead 
with plans for the investigation 
under a previous general resolu- 
tion empowering the committee to 
look into executive orders of 
President Roosevelt, but he said 
he would welcome the special au- 
thority proposed by Byrd. 

Earlier, speaking of the inquiry 
under the more genera! authority, 
McCarran said its purpose would 
be to “determine if new legisla- 
tion is needed”—presumably clari- 
fication of the President’s wartime 
powers to seize businesses. 

Byrd said he wanted the special 
authority granted to emphasize 
the question of use of military 
power and to put the specific 
backing of the senate behind the 
investigation. 

SABATH ASSURES ACTION 

The second investigation was all 
but assured by the action of Chair- 
man Sabath, Democrat, Illinois, of 
the Rules Committee, in reporting 
out for house action a resolution 
by Representative Dewey, Repub- 
lican, Illinois. 

Speaker Rayburn said it would 
be acted on Thursday or Friday. 
Passage was conceded. 

Ward employes in Chicago were 
divided by the NLRB into two 
units for the élection and for col- 
lective bargaining. One group 
comprises workers in the ware- 
house, mail order house and retail 
store. The other takes in those on 
the administrative pay roll.

CHICAGO. May 2.—(#)—Pres- 
ident Roosevelt’s legal authority 
to order seizure of Montgomery 
Ward & Company’s Chicago plants 
came under direct attack in fed- 
eral court today. 

Harold Smith, counsel for the 
vast merchandising and mail or- 
der firm, challenged the constitu- 
tionality of the White House ac- 
tion, and pleaded for judicial de- 
termination of “just how far- the 
executive can reach with this 
dreadful and terrible power.” 

He assailed—and Attorney Gen- 
eral Francis Biddle defended— 
the procedure of the government 
in taking possession of the facili- 
ties last Wednesday after Sewell 
Avery, chief executive officer of 
the company, had refused to ac- 
cede to directives of the Presildent 
and the War Labor Board to ex: 
'tend an expired contract with a 
CIO union. 
| They concluded arguments be- 
‘fore Judge William H. Holly, who 
_announced he would hand down a 
'decision Monday in a case watch- 
‘ed throughout the nation as a test 
| of the wartime power of the Pres. 
ident. 
| Stating it had been contended 
that the national emergency gave 
the President, as commander-in- 
chief of the armed forces, “ex- 
traordinary power of seizure,” 
Smith declared: 

“This position is fallacious and 
no law or constitutional provision 
confers such a power or authorizes 
its exercise.” 

He maintained the seizure was 
contrary to Article 4 of the bill 
of rights and violated Article 5 of 
the bill. He stated the command- 
er-in-chief was entitled to respect. 
loyalty and co-operation, and 
added: 

“But I strongly resist any no- 
tion that in the guise of his mili- 
tary powers he can ignore the bill 
of rights and arrogate to himself 
despotic powers against which 
free people have been protected 
since the days of the Magna Carta. 
.. . No justification for the seizure 
can be found in the power of the 
President as chief executive or 
commander-in-chief.”

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., May 2.— 
Charging that current attempts be- 
ing made to stir up antagonism 
between the races in this state 
are a serious threat to Alabama’s 
war production, in face of the im- 
pending invasion of Europe, 400 
leading white Alabamans today 
issued a statement calling on all 
patriotic citizens to condemn ev- 
ery effort through press and radio 
to arouse race hatred. 


“We consider it our sacred obli- 
gation to Alabamans in the armed 
forces and their fathers and moth- 
rs at home to protest the actions 
of those men and newspapers 
which seek to disturb the present 
peaceful relations between the 
races and divert the attention of 
Alabama from the cause of speedy 
victory,” the statement said.

today the revised edition of a 


pamphlet it withdrew nearly a 
year ago after sharp protests by 
dairy groups beq@use it compared 
oleomargarine favorably with but- 
ter. 

The revised edition contained 
no direct comments on the com- 
parative nutritive value and pala- 
tability of oleo and butter, but 
did quote two other research 
groups as saying the comparison 
was favorable. 

The revision stated that the Na- 
tional Research Council and the 
Council on Foods and Nutrition 
of the American Medical Associa- 
tion had reported that present 
available scientific evidence had 
indicated no nutritional differ- 
ences were observed when forti 
fied margarine was used in place 
of butter in mixed diets. Ninety 
per cent of all oleo sold domes. 
tically is fortified, the pamphlet 
added. 

The original pamphlet flatly de- 
clared that tax and license fee 
restrictions on oleo should be re- 
moved to encourage consumption, 
but thére is no such statement in 
the revision. The new issue con- 
tained a page discussing taxes and 


license fees on oleo and declared 
that such restrictions “encourage 
retaliatory action.” 

O. H. Brownlee, research asso 
ciate of economics at lo State 
and the author of both pamphlets, 
said there was no attempt in the 
revised edition to present c¥nciu- 
sions and recommendations con- 
cerning oleomargarine. “We left 
it up to the reader to draw his 
own conclusions,” he added.

After reading some _ southern 
politicians’ comment on the su- 
preme court decision that gives 
Negroes the ballot in Texas, it 
would be easy to picture the entire 
south as the abode of crazy-eyed 
lynchers and moronic snuff-dip- 
pers with no decent instincts “or 
human sensibilities. 

It would be easy to do that— 
and harmful, too. Nor would it be 
fair. Having kicked the south 
around economically for the last 
eighty years, it ill behooves us, 
while holding it down in the gut- 
ter with one hand to use the other 
to point the finger of scorn. 

The south never had a chance 
in American life. Its economic re- 
lationship to the rest of the nation 
was always cockeyed. And from 
there it is only a step to cockeyed 


in 1937 the average per capita in- 
come in the United States was 
$604. But in the south it was $314 
and Negroes got even less. 

The south has become our In- 
dia. We extract tons of raw ma- 
terials from its rich forests, we 
erode its land for its cotton and

forced the south to buy northern 
manufactures at plus-tariff prices. 

Remember that ewen the south’s 
war-boom prosperity is a_ sickly 
growth.

What is to be done? The first 
step is to encourage and work 
with the powerful individuals and 
groups in the south who are gen- 
uinely trying to help their section.

Joe Goebbels 
Says We Are Suckers 


One night about five years ago, Mr. Orson 
Welles, the wonder boy, got on the radio with 
his regular program of fantasy. 

This time he described a sudden invasion from 
Mars. The egg-headed, barrel-chested, spindly-legged warriors from 
Mars were landing in space ships. Since he is an expert in his 
field, Welles had the script worked out so that there would be in- 
terruptions by a small town or so reporting the men from Mars had 
just taken the police station and city hall and were putting the 
torch to the rest of the town. 

What happened? Did adult America flick off the radio pro- 
gram as being too ridiculous for adult minds, or did it listen with 
amusement to a sort of Superman comic strip on the air? 


We only know what a large segment of the population did. 

One man committed suicide. . 

Literally thousands of others became absolutely hysterical, flee- 
ing their homes or barricading themselves. Telephone systems, 
especially those in the east where the program had its greatest 
listening audience, were swamped. Police stations were deluged 
with people and calls. 

Over, in Germany, a fellow named Joe Goebbels seized on that. 
Always smart at propaganda, the Germans salted that one away 
for future use. 

They have tried it on us a few times. 

All of us have fallen, one time or another, for German reports 
out of Sweden and Spain. 

Right now we have allowed the Germans to make up our minds 
that the slaughter wi!l be terrible when we invade.¢ It is so logical 
that all they had to do was say so and allow a few pictures of 
super-looking guns and long rows of tank traps to be sent to this 
country. 

The job was done. They had sold us on the fact that we were 
sure to have a million men killed. 


THE TRUTH? Now, no one knows what the truth is. But 
the American and British staff officers believe 
we can do the job with about 5 to 10 per cent of the invasion force 
killed and badly wounded. That is an unpleasant figure, but very, 
very moderate compared with what the average American believes. 
He believes it because the Germans have subtly, but firmly, put 

it in his mind. 

The further truth is that he does not realize it and would resent 
it if personally charged with having accepted German propaganda. 

But it is true. 

There will be more of this propaganda. 

The Germans, at the start of this war, back in the days when 
we spoke of it as a’ “phony war,” won many battles with prop- 
aganda. 

They drove a wedge between the French and English with 
ridiculous ease. They demoralized most of the French troops in 
the Maginot Line with the oldest sort of trick. 

They kept pounding away, day after day, saying the English 
soldiers were having it free and easy with the French wives left 
back in the towns and in Paris. 

They even had sent, by their swarms of agents and Fifth Coium- 
nists in France, letters to many of the soidiers purporting to come 
from an anonymous friend, telling of the wife’s infidélity with an 
English soldier. They employed many elaborations of this trick. 

They used another old one. 

They kept saying, by air, pamphlet and by loudspeaker, that 
the English would let them down; that England would fight to the 
last Frenchman, and so on. 

They will try that on us. Indeed, they already have, and many 
of our local Quislings and certain America Firsters have been 
saying that a long time, stopping only when the gasualty lists of 
English dead, wounded and missing appeared. 


IN TRAINING So, I think all of us at home should go into 
training for the invasion. (I wish we would 

reconsider and stop all this foolishness of blowing the sirens when 
the invasion begins. There will be strain enough without those 
nerve-shattering things blowing.) 

We should, I think, firmly resolve one thing. 
believe the German reports of the invasion. 

They surely will try two things. 

1—They will insist, in many variations from as many stations 
as possible, that we are being thrown back with tremendous slaugh- 
ter. They will make it sound many, many times more bloody and 
horrible than it will be. And it will be bad enough. There will 
be several days of this and the Germans will pour it on. I hope 
newspapers and radio stations will report it, but will treat it not 
as news but as propaganda, realizing it to be what it is—an enemy 
weapon.

Not only do members of the association help bring wealth to 
Georgia and the peanut-producing states of the south, but they 
bring encouragement for the future. 

The peanut is a noble product and we never understood why it 
was used to describe certain of the politicians the state and 
nation have had in the past. It deserves a proper place in our 
affections. 

The council officials have announced that in 1938 the average 
American consumed six pounds of peanuts. Last year the per 
capita consumption was 11 pounds. This is a somewhat startling 
figure, but a correct one. It has not startled some fathers who 
take their small sons to baseball games. The fathers are surprised 
to learn the per capita consumption is not much more,

53 shelling plants and 24 crushing plants. The shelling plants, 
for the edible goobers, have expanded amazingly in three years 
both as to plant capacity and the working season.

Old Doc Hippocrates 
Was Pretty Sensible 


The doctor and I had been chatting about the 
changes in medical treatment for the various ills 
to which flesh is heir. How the treatments and 
prescriptions of doctors of only a generation or 
two back were today outmoded, with new discoveries in curative 
drugs and so on. 

So, I looked up a standard reference work to see what it had 
to say about Doc Hippocrates, that Greek physician who lived four 
or five centuries before the birth of Christ, and whose written 
standard of ethics is still the ideal to which all doctors subscribe. 
The Hippocratic oath was sworn to by young men beginning medi- 
cal practice and they've never been able to improve on it. 

However, getting back to our subject, I read that “the chief 
therapeutic agents of the Hippocratic school were diet, medicinal 
waters, fresh air and gymnastics.” Not a bad basis for treatment, 
at all. The medical profession must have retrograded badly, be- 
tween Hippocrates’ day and those dark ages when noxious @m- 
pounds suggestive of a witch’s brew were considered just the t 
and when barbers were called upon to bleed patients suffering 
from almost anything. . 


GRANDFATHER’S PRESCRIPTIONS This doctor with 


whom I was talking 
is the son of a doctor and the grandson of a doctor... A family 
heritage, you see. He told me he had, treasured at home, many of 
the favorite prescriptions used by his grandfather. Some of them, 
he said, were still used, but many called for drugs whose very 
names are unfamiliar today. Some of them, undoubtedly, are still 
used but under different names and their old identities have long 
been lost. Many of them, though, have disappeared completely 
from the druggist shelves. 

I was reminded of an ancient physician, retired, who complained 
because his retirement was brought about by a medical board 
which thought him unfit for active practice when his eyesight be- 
came so poor he could no longer read a clinical thermometer. 

“Shucks,” said the old man, “I didn't even have a thermometer 
the first 10 years I practiced.” 

And my doctor friend of today remarked that this wasn’t so 
startling as it sounded. “You'd be surprised how little use I have 
for a thermometer myself,’ he said. “If a patient’s temperature 
is high enough to be dangerous you know it without a thermometer, 
and if it isn’t it doesn't matter anyway. And _I do think that the 
constant use of thermometers by mothers has made it tougher than 
it need be on many children. They get too excited over a degree 
or so of temperature and think they've got to start dosing the poor 
kids right away.” 


HOMEOPATH OR ALLOPATH

There were two schools of medicine in those days, homeopath 
and allopath. Everybody had faith in one and utter scorn for the 
other. You patronized a physician of one belief or the other and 
you were just as faithful as in a matter of religion. In religion 
you were a Protestant or a Catholic. In your choice of physician 
you were homeopath or allopath and the distinction was just as 
rigid. ‘ 

The Jones family was homeopath. 

Doc Smith, the family physician, called in when one of us was 
too sick to respond to the home remedies which mother could apply, 
carried with him a little black case which contained all his medi- 
cines. They were in two forms. Pills and tinctures. 

After diagnosing the trouble he would open that case and take 
out a tiny vial of white pills, tiny things like white shot, and the 
patient would be instructed to take one, or two, every hour. Then, 
perhaps, he would call for a glass of water and, from one of the 
bottles in his case, he would drip so many drops of some tincture 
into the water. And the instructions would be to take a teaspoonful 
of that medicated water every hour, or half hour, or something. 

And the glass stood on the bedside table, with an envelope or 
piece of paper on top to keep out the dust, and a spoon handy. 

Maybe in this age of sulfa and penicillin and other marvels, that 
sounds ridiculous. But we had faith in Doctor Smith and his pills 
and tinctures and they seemed effective and perhaps it is the faith 
as much as the ingredients that makes a prescription effect the cure. 

Anyway, Doctor Smith and his homeopathic treatments were 
simple and easy to obey and to understand.

An Interesting One 


W ASHINGTON.—To those who read the two 

earlier American Magazine articles by Charles 

Michelson, retiring publicity pundit of the Demo- 

cratic national committee, it will be evident that 

much of the cream has already been skimmed off his new book, 

“The Ghost Talks” (G. P. Putnam's Sons), which has just been 
released by the publishers, 

For in those two articles is condensed the bulk of the interest- 
ing material going into the new volume. 

Nevertheless, the book offers highly entertaining reading, even 
to those who had a preview of its contents through the recent 
magazine production. Particularly will it be interesting to political- 
minded persons who have followed the functions of government 
under the past 11 years of the New Deal. 

‘While it is by no means confined to the goings-on in Washing- 
ton during the period of the three Roosevelt administrations, many 
of its pages are devoted to that part of our recent and current 
history, and a number of inside stories are told to throw illuminat- 
ing light on some of the incidents of the past. a 


OLD NEWSPAPERMAN !t is doubtful that many men can 


be found among the living with 
journalistic careers more varied or more colorful than that of the 
veteran Michelson. : 

As an old-time Hearst reporter he has seen active service on 
the newspaper front all over the world. At one time or another he 
has been editor of a number of important publications, extending 
all the way from San Francisco to Chicago and New York. His 
last journalistic job before going with the Democratic national com- 
mittee some 5 years ago was as head of the Washington bureau 
of the old New York World. . 

No one had any reason to doubt, therefore, that Mr. Michelson 
had a highly entertaining story to tell. What is equally important, 
his book shows that he has lost nome of the inimical style which 
caused him years ago to be recognized as one of the most forceful 
writers in the country. 

Whether he is telling about his first meeting with a pudgy-faced 
British youth named Winston Churchill during the Spanish-Ameri- 
can War, or some other incident related to the inside workings of 
the New Deal, his story is equally fascinating. It is capable of hold- 
ing the reader’s interest throughout. 

Covering the same ground as in the book, Michelson, in the 
magazine articles referred to, has already revealed the underlying 
causes behind the break between Big Jim Farley and President 
Roosevelt in 1940-—a break which ‘saw Farley, then the national 
party chairman, try to wrest the nomination from Mr. Rooseveit. 

Now he gives the reasons for other breaks between the Presi- 
dent and some of his party lieutennts in congress which heretofore 


have not been fully explored. 
WHEELER MYSTERY §$ (‘It has always been something of a 
mystery, for example, why Senator 
Wheeler, of Montana, should have developed such a violent dislike 
of the President. Both being pronounced liberals, it has been 
difficult to understand why the two should have veered so widely 
apart politically, . 
Michelson traces the troubles back to. the Chicago convention in 
1932, which gave Mr. Roosevelt his first nomination for the presi- 
dency. Wheeler, he recounts, thought he should have been given 
second place on the ticket. The nod went to John N. Garner, then 
speaker of the house, because of the large Texas delegation which 
was brought over to the Roosevelt banner. 

Senator Wheeler, we are told, had many heartburnings over his 
disappointment, “and has been grouchy ever since.” 

Something of the same disappointment is attributed to Senator 
Harry Byrd, of Virginia, in explanation of the bitter attacks he 
has made on the administration almost from the beginning. Byrd 
was a candidate for President at the Chicago convention. It is not 
recalled that he ever released his delegates. ie 

With a gesture Michelson tends to write off the Wheeler and 
Byrd antagonism to disappointment—political soreheads who have 
never forgiven the President for what happened at Chicago. 

“The Ghost Talks” takes its name, of course, from the reputation 
Michelson gained during his long service with the national com- 
mittee ‘as the leading ghost writer of the country. He is supposed 
to have written more speeches and inspired more statements coming 
from Democratic leaders than any man of his day. His caustic 
imprimature was so evident in most of the denunciatory remarks 
hurled at the Hoover administration that he acquired the title of 
“Charley the Smear,” an intended aspersion that attests to the 
high quality of his efforts as a publicity director. 

Though still living, Charles Michelson is already a tradition. He 
will go down in history as the ablest publicity director any politica! 
party ever had. 

And, from reading his book, it must be evident that during 
these past 11 years of the New Deal he has been something more 
than a publicity man. He has moved in and out of the shadows of 
the White House in a confidential association with the President 
that has been shared by few other men. * 

History will accord him an important footnote in shaping the 
political complexion of our times.

Dines With 
General Clark; 


Keeps His ‘Touch’ 


NAPLES—(By Wireless )— 
When I’m caught talking with any 
one above the rank of major the 
other correspondents kid me and 
say, “You’re losing the common 
touch, Ernie.” 


I try to excuse myself by say- 
ing, “Well, democracy includes the 
big as well as the little, so I have 
to work in a general now and then 
just to keep the balance.” 


Naturally there’s nothing wrong 
with a general just because he’s 
a general, and I have several 
mighty good friends who wear 
stars. 

All of which is just a way of 
starting to tell you that I had din- 
ner with Lieutenant General Mark 
Clark the other night. I had seen 
General Clark at a distance, but 
had never met him. 

The most remarkable thing 
about our meeting was a letter I 
had received a few hours before, 
as I was setting out for General 
Clark’s main headquarters in the 
country. I started reading my 
mail just before going over to 
meet the general. And I almost 
fell over at the return address on 
one envelope. 

It was from Mrs, Mark Clark. 
Within five minutes after opening 
the letter I walked over and 
showed it to her husband. 

The general said that if his wife 
was going to start writing me, he'd 
better have me _ court-martialed. 
I said, “Hell, if I were running 
this Army I’d have her court-mar- 
tialed.” We compromised by 
drinking a toast to her. 

Our dinner was in a small, one- 
room, collapsible building, with 
the wind howling and blowing 
until we thought the building 
would really collapse in fact.’ 
There were three other corre- 
spondents at dinner, and four of- 
ficers of the general’s staff. We 
just ate and chatted and leaned 
back in our chairs as if we were 
at home, The general told us 
some things we didn’t know be- 
fore, and some things I can’t 
print, but he didn’t tell us when 
the war would end. 

Running ihe Italian war has 
been a headache of tremendous 
proportions, and I for one do not 
think it General Clark’s fault that 
the campaign has gone slowly.

I found General Clark very con- 
genial, and straightforward, too.

There is another lieutenant gen- 
eral in this area that I do know 
well. He is Ira Eaker, head of all 
the Mediterranean Allied Air 
Forces. We've been friends for 
more than 15 years. 

I go up and have dinner with 
him now and then. He usually 
has four or five guests every eve- 
ning. He flatters me by saying to 
his guests, “I knew Ernie when he 
wasn't anybody.” I flatter myself 
by saying, “I knew the general 
when he was a captain.”

He is one of the most 
thoughtful men about doing little 
things for people that I’ve ever 
known. 

General Eaker is nearly bald, 
likes to smoke cigars, and sucks 
frequently at a pipe. He talks with 
the slow clarity of a Texan. His 
voice is so low and gentle you 
can hardly hear him sometimes. 

He likes to play volleyball late 
in the afternoon. He drinks a)- 
most none. His driver is a ser- 
geant who has been with him for 
two years. One of his greatest 
traits is love and loyalty to his old 
friends of early years. 

The air force staff live in trail- 
ers and tents in a lovely grove, 
and eat in one big mess hal! where 
the general also eats with his 
guests. 

The general lives in a wooden 
Dallas hut, fixed up with a big 
fireplace and deep lounges and 
pictures until it resembles a hunt- 
ing lodge. It is lovely. 


Every morning at 9:30 the gen- 
eral goes to his “war room,” and 
in a space of 20 minutes receives 
a complete history of the war 
throughout the world for the pre- 
vious 24 hours. In order to pro- 
vide this comprehensive briefing, 
many of his staff have to get up at 
5 o'clock collecting the reports. 

General Eaker’s job here is a 
tremendous one. He ran the great 
Eighth Air Force in England with 
distinction, but down here he has 
had to face problems he never had 
up there. In England it was pure- 
ly an air war. Down here it is 
air and ground both. Further, his 
command is stretched over thou- 
sands of miles and includes fliers 
of three nations. 

Integrating the air war with the 
ground war is a formidable task 
that hasn’t yet been wholly ac- 
complished. Doing that is Gen- 
eral Eaker’s biggest job right now, 
for he already knows about the 
other side of his job—which is to 
bomb the daylights out of fortress 
Europe.

Suggestions 
For Tasty 
Barbecue 


By Sally Saver. 


Almost every southerner has a. 
well-developed taste for barbecued | 


meats. His eye running down the 
list of dinner entrees pauses when 
it meets the words: “Barbecued 
Pork Chops,” and he says “Ummm, 
barbecued chops, I believe I'll 
have those.” 

There are plenty of pork cuts 
on the market—roasts, chops, 
spareribs, the point-cost is low, 
and you can barbecue the meat in 
the oven, while the potatoes to 
serve with it are baking. It is 
smart and time-saving to make up 
more barbecue sauce than you 
need at one time and keep it in 
a covered jar in the refrigerator. 
It is excellent on grilled ham- 
burgers, meat balls or frankfurt- 
ers. Here’s an easy recipe for bar- 
becue sauce: 

BARBECUE SAUCE 

Mince 1-3 cup onions and saute 

them in 3 tablespoons butter or 


margarine until yellow, but do not | 
brown them. Stir in 6 tablespoons | 


chili sauce, 1-2 cup cider vinegar, 


11-2 teaspoons salt, 2 tablespoons | 


soft brown sugar, 
dry mustard, 2 teaspoons worces- 
tershire sauce, a dash of cayene 
caged 1-2 teaspoon chili powder. 
Mix all ingredients well, heat gen- 
tly to the boiling point, then pour 
into a jar to be used as needed. 
BARBECUED PORK CHOPS 

For four small or two large 
thick chops: 

Sprinkle meat lightly with salt, 
pepper and flour and brown in a 
little hot fat in a frying pan. Turn 
the chops only once, browning on 
both sides. When browned, pour 
off any excess fat, add 1 table- 
spoon water, cover the pan closely, 
reduce heat to very low and cook 
for 25 minutes. Then spread 1-4 
cup of the barbecue sauce well 
over the chops, cover again and 
simmer 10 minutes longer. Chops 
may be cooked on top of stove or 
in the oven. Serve with baked 
potatoes or flaky rice. 
BARBECUED RIBS 

Place ribs in shallow baking pan 
in 350-degree oven. Bake until 
crispy brown, basting several 
times with barbecue sauce.

1929 and 1930, but the inability to repeat a part of the financial 


programs of the 20’s. 


War has put fear in all our hearts for those we love who are 
in fighting zones, but it has intensified our self-confidence because 
of our pride in our fighting men and their achievements and the 
knowledge that as we reach each new crisis at home, the people 
have so far managed to meet it not only adequately, but mag-
